The claims 1, 12-14 rejected under 35 USC 112 first also still stands, since appHcants 
arguments are not convincing. Applicants claims have so many Rl-RlO substitutions, and if 
applicants arguments are stating that even similar isomers such as given above are not obvious, 
then how does one expect all the various large substitutions to be enabled? The prior art 
ligands also do not have any substituents hence there is very little predictability in the art that 
these would be enabled. Applicants do not have any examples and hence has not provided any 
guidance that all these would in fact all be enabled. 
Hence the rejection still stands.
